Books 
are kept in enclosed cases grouped 
around several pillars that bisect the 
‘hall and in other enclosed cases that 
line the walls between the windows, 
ihe said. Art objecta and manuscripts 
(of great value and importance were 
displayed in exhibition cases standing 
in the center of the floor, he added, 
Mr. Martel believes that 15,000 
‘volumes would be a rather modest 
‘estimate of the number of volumes he 
saw in the enclosed cases of Sala Sis- 
‘tina, and, with Professor Hanson, he 
feela that many of the books kept 
there at the time were of wreat value 
and interest. Because of their position 
in the hall, and the fact that they 
\were kept in enclosed cases, the books 
did not suffer extensive damage, in 
the opinion of both consultants. 
Prescoes Virtually Unharmed 
While the current reporta from 
Rome state that the valuable freseoes 
that lined the walls of the hall were 
virtually unharmed, Professor Hanson 
believes, from the description of the 
disaster, that considerable damage 
must have been done to the splendid 
art-work that adorned the ceiling. The 
destruction of the ceiling decorations 
would, he said, be a tremendous loss.
